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Officers Shoot Negroes 


Bowie, Texas, Sept. 15.—Two negro 


men, Charles Nettle and Ben Hansen, 
with their wives and two small boys, 
claiming to befrom Ft. Worth enroute 
to Lawton, Okla.. to pick cotton, ex­ 
changed shots with Bowie and Alvord 
officers this morning at 8 o ’clock, 2 
miles south of Bowie. The Bowie 
officers were notified by Alvord officers 
that two negro men held up and rob­ 
bed a man by the name of Evans, four 
miles north of Alvord, and that the 
negroes were coming toward Bowie in 
a wagon. 
v The Bowie officers, in company with 
Alvord officers, came up on the neg­ 


roes while they were watering their 
horses and ordered them to.surrender. 
The negroes then opened fire, one 
with a winchester, the other with a 
shotgun, but did no damage. 
The of­ 
ficers returned the fire, hitting two of 
the horses belonging to the negroes, 
and the two negro women and one of 
the small boys were hit with some 
small shot tired by the posse, who 
were armed with shotguns. 
The negro men made good their es­ 
cape into the brush, but are being 
closely pursued by officers and posse. 
Their capture i s ‘almost a certainty, 
as they were close on their trail when 
last heard from. 
The negro women 
and boy are not badly hurt. 
They 
were brought to town and had their 
wounds dressed by the city health of- 
cer.

From Senator Hayter 


To the Wise County Messenger. 
The last legislature passed a d rain ­ 
age law which I think will be of untold 
benefit to parties owning land on the 
rivers aqd larger 
creeks of W ise 
county said act known as the “ D rain­ 
age law ” which is now in force. 
This bill was an amendment to the 
old law and provides and authorizes 
commissioners courts of the several 
counties to create and establish d ra in ­ 
age districts and make levies and oth­ 
er improvements for the purpose of 
reclaiming low lands and valleys that 
overflow. 
This law provides that any commun­ 
ity of citizens may present a petition 
to the commissioners court signed by 
25 free-bold resident tax payers, or 
if there are not as many as To of such 
tax payers in said district, then by 
one third of the taxpayers in such 
proposed district, said petition pray- 


papers, and posting notices in five 
public places in the county. 
The commissioners of said drainage 
district shall receive the sum of $2.50 
per day for the actual time engaged 
in work, said compensation shall not 
be allowed or paid until a detailed 
report of actual time consumed in 
work, and be approved by the com­ 
missioners court. Said commissioners 
shall hold office two years and until 
their successors have qualified, and 
it is the duty of the commissioners 
court to order the issuance of bonds 
for the payment of work, such bonds 
to not bear more than 5 per cent in­ 
terest per annum nor be made payable 
more than forty years from their date. 
I believe there are a number of 
places in W ise county which should 
at once go to work and get up these 
districts and reclaim their low lands, 
it will make these lands worth at least 
five times what they are worth now 
and the lands so reclaimed will be of 
untold benefit to not only the owners 
of the lands but to every citizen in our 
great county, and I hope the good 
work will begin at an early date.
